And hearing of a poor 
deſpiſed people called Quakers, he went to

ing, like meek Moſes, to chooſe rather to ſuf- 
fer affliction with the people of the Lord, than 
the honours, preferments, and riches of this 
world.

Not long before his departure, ſome friends 
being with him, he ſaid, © Friends, I love 
you all, I am going from you, and I die 
in unity and love with all faithful friends. 
J have fought a good fight, and kept the 
«« faith, which ſtands not in the wiſdom of 
** words, but in the power of God: I have

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& fought, not for ſtrife and contention, but 
« for the grace of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, and / 
« the ſimplicity. of the goſpel; © I lay down 
« my head in peace, and defire you all may do 
&« fo, Friends, farewell all.” He further ſaid 
to Griffith Owen, a friend then intending for 
England, I defire thee to mind my love to 
friends in England, if thou lives to go over _ 
to ſee them; I have lived in unity with 
« them, and do-end my days in unity with 
«© them; and deſire the Lord to keep them 
« all faithful unto the end, in the ſimplicity 
«of the goſpel.” On the 1075 day of the 
ſeventh month aforelaid, being the 675 day of 
his ſickneſs, it pleaſed the Lord to remove him 
from the many trials, temptations, ſorrows,” 
and troubles of this world, to the kingdom 
of everlaſting joy and peace; but the remem- 
brance of his innocent life and meek ſpirit 
lives with us, and his memorial is, and will 
remain to be, ſweet and comfortable to wy 
faithful.

He expired at 
the houſe of his ſon-in-law, John Evans, in the 
eightieth year of his age, and was interred in 
friends burying ground at Plymouth, (to 
which particular meeting he belonged) in the 
ſeventh month, 1729.

IN CE it bete Divine Proviiderine ls 
highly to favour me, with being the near 
companion of proce dear worthy, I cannot be 
altogether ſilent, but muſt give ſome ſmall ac- 
count of the early working of truth in him. 
He was born of re. parents, but grew 


uneaſy with the religious profeſſions bath of 


father and mother, who were of different per- 
ſuaſions, and being a ſeeker, fell in with the 


Baptiſts, and liked them ſo well he was near 


joining them. But a neighbour, 'who was a 


friend, being dead, he was invited to the bu-

After ſome years of indiſpoſition, (as before 
is obſerved) it pleaſed the Lord to reſtore him 
to a ſtate of health; and ſoon after he had a 
concern to viſit friends at Tortola. This 
brought on him a deep exerciſe, but when he 
was confirmed it was really required of him, 
he gave up to it; and was then weaned from 
home, and the company there which uſed to 
be fo pleaſant to him.

LIE vas the eldeſt ſon of John and Dorothy 
Pleaſants, and born the 3d of the ninth 
month, 1695; being a youth of good natural 
parts, well inſtructed in ſchool- learning. 
His father dying whilſt he was young, he was 
deprived of the additional advantage of the

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admonitions-and- reſtraints of a worthy: parent, 
ſo beneficial to the forming the minds of youth. 
Nevertheleſs, he had an eye to the recompence 
of reward, and about the twenty- ninth year of 
his age was called to the work of the miniſtry, 
in which he laboured both amongſt friends and 
other people much to ſatisfaction, having meet- 
ings where none had been held before. Once, in 
company with his brother Robert Jordan, he vi- 
ſited friends on the weſtern ſhore of Maryland, 
and alſo attended the yearly- meeting at Chop- 
tank, on the eaſtern ſhore. His ſervices ſeemed 
much confined to his own country, where, 
though the number of friends was ſmall, he was 
not difcouraged thereat, but endeavoured to diſ- 
charge his duty amongſt them, not only at the 
adjacent meetings, but thoſe more at a diſtance; 
and was made inſtrumental in convincing ſe- 
veral in the upper parts of the colony, as well 
as in ſettling two or three meetings. A few 
years before his deceaſe, he wrote an epiſtle, 
directed to. friends in every ſtation, but more 
particularly to the miniſters, thereby further de- 
monſtrating that his diligence and labours pro- 
ceeded from an earneſt concern for the promotion 
of truth, and a right goſpel miniſtry. He was 
indeed a man much devoted to the ſervice of 
truth, and a conſiderable ſufferer for bearing 
his teſtimony againſt prieſts- wages, having once 
been a priſoner on that account. He married 
Mary, the daughter of Robert Jordan, of 
Nancemond county, and left a numerous off- 
ſpring, ſome of them young, for whoſe eter- 
nal welfare he was particularly ſolicitous. Be- 
ing once on a viſit to friends at 1 
| 5 rom 
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' from home, he was taken very ill, and ſeemed 
defirous that he might finiſh his courſe among 
his dear children, in order that he might haye + 
an opportunity, at that awful period, of enfore> 
ing eee advices to them, and pre- 
moting the cauſe of God, to which he was 
much devoted to the laſt. - Accordingly, he 
departed this life at his own houſe the 2470 
of the eleventh month, 1744, and on the 2844 
of the ſame month was interred in the family 
burying-ground at Curles, attended by a nu- 
merous company of friends and neighbours, .

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E was a native of the Principality of 
11 Wales, and arrived in Pennſylvania in the 
year 1698. And although he was not then in 
profeſſion. with friends, yet he ſoon after en- 
tered into cloſe fellowſhip with them, and con- 
tinued ſteadfaſt to his end. He was a diligent 
and ſeafonable attender of our religious, meet- ' 
ings: on firſt days particularly, he was ready 
an hour before the time appointed, and then 
read ſeveral chapters in the bible or ſome reli- 
ious book. As the time approached, he would 
equently obſerve. the time of day, and by 
means of ſuch watchful care, he was ſeated 
in. meetings one of the firft, and ſcarcely ever 
after the time appointed. The gravity and 
compoſure of his countenance as he fat in 

en Ro ſilence, 
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flence, was no leſs remarkable than his punc- 
- tual. attendance, and beſpoke ſuch inward re- 
collection and divine engagement of mind, as 
often attracted the eyes, and affected the hearts 
of others. | 

He received a gift in the inittry, in the 
exerciſe whereof, he was generally led to ſpeak 
of his own experience in religion and the 
Chriſtian warfare; and his teſtimony, though 
ſhort, was inſtructve, lively, and manifeſtly 
attended with divine ſweetneſs. Notwithſtand- 
ing it was always acceptable, he was very cau- 
tious of *ppearing, leſt any, as he often ſaid, 
ſhould be drawn from a right concern of mind, 
to place their dependence on words. 

He was zealouſly concerned for the honour 
and promotion of truth, and ſupport of our 
Chriſtian diſcipline ; and being endued with 
diſcerning, and clear judgment tempered with 
charity, he was very uſeful in many ſervices 
of the church, eſpecially that weighty one of 
viſiting friends in their families. And although 
he was naturally of a warm diſpoſition, yet a 
tender regard to the ſervice of truth, and a 
continual awe of the divine preſence prefided 
in his heart, inſomuch that meekneſs and con- 
deſcenſion were conſpicuous in his conduct. 

There was a freedom and. affability in his 
behaviour and converſation, which ee a 
benevolence of heart, and endeared him, not 
only to the houſhold of faith, but alſo to the 
profligate and vain; rendering him ſerviceable 
in compoling differences, and in comforting 
the ſick and afflicted ; and particularly in that 
ſkilful and tender office of healing diſcord i in 

private 
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private families, wherein his endeavours were 
remarkably ſucceſsful. In ſuch ſervices, he 
ſpent. much of the latter part of his life, riding 
about from one houſe to another; and where 
no, cauſe of reprehenſion appeared, he inter- 
ſperſed his diſcourſe on common affairs, with 
uſeful hints, ſolid remarks, and leſſons of in- 
ſtruction, But where admonition or comfort 
were neceſſary, the propriety of his advice, and 
the uprightneſs of his life, added weight to 
his labours, and ſeldom failed of good effects. 
In private life, few had a better claim to the 
virtues of temperance, juſtice, induſtry, and 
frugality, and as he well knew how advanta- 
geous it was, © To train up a child in the 
way he ſhould walk,” he took frequent op- 
portunities to drop his experienced advice a- 
mong thoſe under his care. It was his practice, 
in winter evenings eſpecially, to read the holy 
ſcriptures in his family, and was particularly 
careful that neither child nor ſervant ſhould be 
from home at unſeaſonable hours; being highly 
ſenſible how ſlippery the paths of youth are, 
and how numerous the ſnares which attend 
them. 1 e 
He was greatly favoured in the uſe of his 
natural abilities, and enjoyed an uncommon 
ſhare of health until his laſt illneſs, which was 
ſhort ; during that time, very many came to 
ſee him, who ſhewed great marks of eſteem 
and affection ; and even libertines, whom he 
had often rebuked and treated with, were 
deeply affected with forrow. Indeed it was 
rare to ſee ſo many tears ſhed at a ſick bed, 
more eſpecially of one of his years, which gave

WILLIAM LEVIS, of Kennet, in Cheſ. 
ter county, Pennſylvania, fon. of Samuel 
Levis, an early ſettler in Springfield, in faid 
county, was born in Springfield aforeſaid, about 
the year 1688, and removed to Kennet about 
1718. By giving heed to the meaſure of grace 
beſtowed upon him, he became a ſerviceable 

friend in the ſociety in divers reſpects; was a 
good neighbour, kind and open-hearted to his 
iends, and has left a good report.

_ His laſt fickneſs was the ſmall pox, which 


was heavy upen him, but he bere it with much 
atience and reſignation of mind to the laſt; 
laying, that when the diſtemper came into the 
houſe, it was no ſurprize to him, for he was 
freely reſigned, and thankful he was ſo, for he 
could not of himſelf. The fame evening he 
was taken ſick, he ſigned his will, and remark- 


ed how good it was to be contented to bear 


affliction. One night, as thoſe that watched 
with him were preparing ſomething for him to 
15 . take, 
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take, he ſaid, You ſhall fee your endeavours 
for me will avail nothing.“ He continuedin | 
a ſtate of refignation, and appeared cheerful in 

the time of his illneſs. When nearer his end, 
he was concerned that others might do their 
duty faithfully according to the beft of their 
underſtanding, faying, I have often thought 
© at other times as at this, of the ſhortneſs of 
* our lives and time here, and the uncertainty | 
thereof, which onght to engage us to circum- 
ſpection and faithfulneſs to the Lord; and : 
1 you here that are elders, to dif 

your truſt faithfully in the fight of the Lord, 
© having your eye fingle to him, and let noth- 
ing of ſelf rule, and then his work will be 
carried on in love and patience. I could be 
* glad to have an opportunity once more with 
my friends, but if I ſhould not, I would have 
* thoſe preſent, to acquaint them with what I 
have to fay, and preſs it home to the elders, 
that they may faithfully diſcharge their duty, 
and acquit themſelves of that charge, Where 
© with they are entruſted; and alſo that parents 
* of children and heads of families, may faith- 
n folly diſcharge that great duty which is laid 
upon them, not only in being good examples 
© to their children and families, but alfo to be 
concerned that they follow their fo 
* adding, it was a noble teſtimony that God 
* pave of Abraham, I know Bim, 7. he will 

* command his children and his houfhold after him. 
* And if parents were concerned to teach their 
children, and bring them up in the way of 
* their duty to God, Gal leſs concerned to deck

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© them look great in the world, it would be of 
far more benefit to them. And my deſire is, 
© that elders may walk faithfully as good ſtew- 
ards, not only in their own families, but to 
the flock which they have the overſight of; 
that ſo they may leave a good ſavour to the 
. rifing and ſucceeding generation. I am ſen- 
ſible that all thoſe who are rightly concerned 
for the diſcipline and promotion of truth, 
will meet with trials from that libertine ſpi- 
rit, which would lay all waſte. Theſe will 
ſay, that religion conſiſts not in ſuch ſmall 
things; but I have obſerved, that one ſmall 
thing makes way for another, and greater 
W will take place; and if there is not a 

ul watching againſt theſe ſmall things, 
the eye that ſhould be kept open to ſee the 
evil of them, will become darkened. But 
keep ye your places, and labour in faithiful- 
neſs with ſuch, if poſſible to gain them; but 
if after friends labour, they will not be ga- 
thered, friends will be clear and have peace 
in themſelves; but a blaſt will come on ſuch 
troubleſome ſpirits. And as friends faith- 
fully maintain this their diſcipline, the Lord 
will preſerve them, but if they neglect it, 
© they will ſurely ſuffer loſs.” To ſome preſent, 
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who had been engaged in the ſervice of viſiting 


families, he faid, © It was a good work, and 
« defired it might not be forgotten.” At ano- 
ther time, being in a weighty frame of mind,

« wickedneſs.' Seeing his affectionate wife 
and ſiſter, with ſome neighbours, weeping, hs

The morning before he died, he deſired to 
be helped to the chamber where his eldeſt ſon 
lay ill of the ſame diſorder, and fitting down 
by him, he charged his children to be dutiful 
to their mother, and have a Care of doing any 
thing that would be a trouble to her, but mind 
to take her advice, and deſired a bleſſing might 
attend them; adding, My race is almoſt run, 
and I ſhall lay down my head in peace with 
the Lord; and if you are faithful, (meaning

God, he will bleſs you. After ſome time of 
filence, he ſaid, Farewell my ſon, the Lord

chair, and after a time of filence, claſped his 
hands together, ſaying, with a compoſed coun- 
tenance, I bleſs thee, O Lord.“ Afterwards 
laying ſtill in a quiet compoſed frame of mind, 
he grew weaker and weaker, and about the ninth 
hour in the evening, departed without ſigh or 
groan, like one going to ſleep, and we believe 
in peace with God, and unity with * 
friends. |

his relation and dear friend John Evans. Their 
friendſhip was pure, fervent, and laſting as 
their lives, and their ſeparation a wound to 
the latter, the remembrance of which he ne- 
vet wholly ſurvived. He alſo frequently vi- 
ſited the ſeveral counties in this province, and 
more particularly many of the adjacent meet- 
ings in their infancy; wherein his unwearied 
labours of love tended much to their com- 
fort, growth, and eſtabliſhment in the truth. 
He was religiouſly concerned for the ſupport

-viceable in ſtrengthening. them, and alſo made 


inſtrumental in convincing ſome of the bleſſed 


truth. A diligent and ſeaſonable attender of | 
meetings, and a lover of the honeſt-hearted, 
but always hated hypocriſy in any. He twice 


viſited friends in the weſtern parts of America, 


going once as far as North Carolina. — Before 


he proceeded on his laſt journey into thoſe 


parts, he appeared reſigned to the will of God, 
and much weaned from the things of this 


world; his kinſman Adam Mott accompanied 


him, and by teſtimonials received from ſeveral 
meetings, their ſervice was well accepted. On 
his way home ward, he was taken ſick at Ob-

long in NewYork gorernment, beating his pain 
with great patienee to the laſt; and Whilſt his 
undelſtanding Was clear, often mentioned his 
concern for the "proſperity of "truth! © In the 
time 6f His ficknefs he wrote a letter to his 
wife, whetein he expreſſed his ſubmiſſton to 


the will of God whetlier in life er deuthk, de- 


firing ſhe might experience the fame; and in 
an "eſpecial manner fequeſted hef 'Eafe in the 
education of their children, to bring them up 
ih the nurture and admonition of the Lord;

the Chriſtian principles of patience, tempe- 
rance, meekneſs, ad fobriety, that ſo they 
might be made fit veſſels for the holieſt to 
dwell in.

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His engagements in the exerciſe of the miniſ- 
try, occaſioned him to be much from home, 
yet his regard to his family was becoming his 
ſtation both as a huſband and a father; it was 
his frequent practice to fit down with them to 
wait upon the Lord, and we believe his faith- 
fulneſs therein was of conſiderable ſervice. 

In the year 1755, he, in a weighty manner 
laid before us, a concern that had ſome time 
reſted on him to viſit friends in England. And 
having obtained the concurrence of friends 
here, and ſettled his temporal affairs, he em- 
barked about the 2946 of the fourth month the 
ſame year.

His firſt viſit to us was in the leren

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> For him, and to the truth: he preached, in _ 
minds of many; and we have good reaſon to 


believe he was made inſtrumental, in a very 
particular manner, to the help and furtherance 
of ſome amongſt us, whom it had pleaſed the 
Lord to viſit with a-freſh viſitation of his love. 
And by the information of other friends, who 


well knew him, and particularly our friend 


Edmund Peckover, who frequently accompa- 


nied him, as well as from gur own knowledge, 
ve are enabled to give the following brief ac- 


count of his labours and travels, from the lime 


of his arriyal to his death. 


He landed in the ſouth part of England, in 
or about the ſixth month, 1755, and came di- 


rectly up to London, where he was kindly 
received by friends, and had very good ſer- 
vice during a ſhort ſtay there. But being de- 


firous of being at the quarterly- meeting to be 
held at Vork, in company with ſeveral friends 
of London, he went as directly to the ſaid city 
as he could well do, being near two hundred 
miles, and reached there by the 2474 of the 


fixth month, at which time began the quarter- 


ly-mecting. And this our dear friend had a very 


memorable and weighty opportunity in mi- 
niſtry, in the meeting of miniſters and elders 
at the opening thereof; but, in the ſucceeding 
meetings for worſhip, was moſtly filent ; yet 
in thoſe for diſcipline, was divinely led to ſet 


forth the nature, good end, and tendency of the 


fame, and very zealouſly prefled to the keeping 
them up, in the ſame wiſdom and power in 
which they were firſt eſtabliſhed; evidently 
a forth, that they prograjey from that 


© which 
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«which gathered our fore-fathers to be as a 
« peculiar people unto God; to the no ſmall 
edification and comfort of many . hearts, 
who rejoiced greatly in having his company, 
which remains freſh in their remembrance ; 
his ſervices being as — caſt upon the waters, 

which, according to the wiſe man's obſerva- 

tion, ſhall rand after many days. 

"Is the quarterly-meeting was ended, 5 
went to Pickering, where a yery large meeting 
is kept annually for worſhip, and had ſeaſon- 
able and profitable ſervice. He travelled to 
many other places in that county, and friends 
were greatly refreſhed and edified by his Chriſ- 
tian viſit, though not always attended by: pub, 
lick declarations in their religious meetings 

appointed on his account, which were moſtly 
very. large, and expectations high, yet his eye 
was to his great Maſter's putting forth. He 
often was led to famiſh that too cager deſite af- 
ter words, and in ſeveral — 1 meetings, 
he had nothing to ſay amongſt them; which 
though a great diſappointment to many for the 
preſent, yet there afterwards appeared a ſignal 
ſervice in it. 

He was at Yarm, Stockton, Bainbrig, and 
ſeveral other meetings in and about the Dales ; 
tken came to Leeds, Bradford, Wakefield, Don- 
caſter, and ſo into Lincolnſhire ; which county 
he viſited pretty generally; alſo the Ifle of Ely, 
and came into- Norfolk, and to this Place in 
the eleventh month, 1755, asafore-men L; 
was at moſt, if not all, of friends. meetings in 
our county; then went into Suffolk and Ellex, 
ad e to London the latter end of ye 

pr 
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firſt month, 1956, where he remained a few 
weeks, being excceding ill; yet was at moſt of 


tte meetings in that city, and was very ſervice- 


able, with many other friends, in affairs par- 
ticularly relating to the _—_— in gr; han 
nia at that time. 

He went back again into Eſter, and ſo for 
Hertfordſhire, ſome parts of Buckinghamſhire; 
Oxfordſhire, Glouceſterſhire, and to the yearly. 
meeting at Briſtol, in the fifth month, 17563 
and had good ſervice both in meetings for wor- 
hip and diſcipline, which was well received, 
and, it is hoped, made laſting impreſſions on 
the minds of many who had the opportunity 
of being preſent. + 

His indiſpoſition ſtill: continued, but did not 
diner him from travelling. From Briſtol he 
paſſed through ſome part of Glouceſterſhire, 
Wiltſhire, and Oxfordſhire, and got to the 

rly-meeting at London in the fixth month; 
and although his illneſs continued upon him, 
was enabled to bear ſeveral living teſtimonies, 
in the demonſtration of the ſpirit and of power. 

After the ſaid yearly-meeting was ended, he 
came down to the yearly-meetings at Colcheſ- 
ter and Woodbridge, where he was eminently 
ſupported to be ſerviceable in the churches. 
At Woodbridge he was ſtrengthened to bear a 
large, powerful, and affecting teſtimony, in the 
laſt meeting of - worſhip, to the tendering of 
many hearts, whoſe ſtates were ſo effectually 
ſpoken to, as that it may be fitly compared to 

the excellency, and glorious ſituation Which 
the Pſalmiſt deſcribed, when he ſays, HO

It was indeed a mo 
heavenly, precious, baptizing ſeaſon, (this be- 
ing the laſt publick opportunity our dear friend 
had) in which he was wonderfully led to ſet 
forth the progreſſive ſteps the Almighty was 
pleaſed to make uſe of, in appearing to Gideon, 
confirming him in the certainty. of his requir- 
ings, condeſcending to grant his requeſts in a 
very peculiar manner, and ſealing them with 
his preſence, and giving him victory over his 
enemies, as he was faithful to follow the bleſ- 
{ed Author, that pointed forth the beginning, 
| ks well as finiſhing that great work, to which 
that extraordinary ſervant of God, Gideon, in 
his day was called; which memorable ſervice 
of our dear friend, there is great reaſon to be- 
lieve the great Lord, who prepared him for 
the fame, was graciouſly - pleaſed to fix as a 
nail in a ſure; place; and may it ſo continue in 
the remembrance of thoſe then preſent, who 
are left for a ſmall ſpace yet in mutability.,.. . 
He continued very weak in body all his ſtay 
in Woodbridge, being above five days, and no 
perſuaſions could prevail with him to hinder 
his ſetting forward for his journey, having 
ſtrong deſires in his mind to ſee friends in this 
Place again; and to a particular friend he ex- 
: M preſſed 
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preſſed his love ſo great to us, That he thought 5 


* he could willingly die with us.“ He was 


favoured to accompliſh it in two days after he 


left Woodbridge, though with great difficulty, 
and lodged at the houſe 'of our friend John 
Oxley, as he had done before, but took to his 
bed ſoon after he got in, to which, the remain- 
ing part of his time, he was moſtly confined. 


It being the time of our yearly-meeting, 


many friends went often to viſit him, and he 
55 expreſſed to ſome, That he was ſatisfied he 
was in his place, in giving up to follow the 
© requirings of the Lord, in leaving his out- 
© ward habitation, and- thoſe near bleſſings of 
© a moſt tender affectionate wife and dutiful

The ſeverity of His illneſs kept bim moſtly 
rock yet he was favoured with ſome clear 
intervals; in one of which, being in a ſweet

**cipality of Wales, in the year 1689, and 
arrived .in Pennſylyania with his parents, in 


1698, under whom he received a pious eduea- 


tion. He Was a man of good natural under- 
ſanding, and favoured early in life to ſee the 
neceſſity of a diligent attention to the voice 
of divine wiſdom, to eſtabliſh and preſerve him 


in peace with God; and by a ſteady adherence 


to it, he became honourable in ſociety, and 
eminently ſerviceable in the church of Chriſt. 
In the twenty- third year of his age, he appear- 
ed in the miniſtry of the goſpel ; his deport» 
ment therein was reverent, as became a mind 


M 2 ſenſible 
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ſenſible of the awful importance of the ſervice, 
He had a clear engaging manner of delivery, was 
deep in heavenly myſteries, and plain in de- 
claring them. Being well acquainted with the 
Holy Scriptures, he was made ſkilful in open- 
ing the doctrines therein contained, and was 
often led to draw lively and inſtructive ſimili- 
tudes from the viſible creation. He travelled 
through moſt of the northern colonies in the 
ſervice of truth, and ſeveral times through this 
province. He was often drawn to attend gene- 
ral meetings, funerals, and other publick occa- 
fions, particularly the adjacent meetings after 
their firſt eſtabliſhment, over which he had a 
tender fatherly care, as a good ſhepherd taking 
heed to the flock ; and the great Shepherd of 
Iſrael bleſſed his labours, and afforded him at 
times great ſatisfaction and comfort. The 

latter part of his time, the viſible declenſion 
of many from the life and power of truth, fre- 
quently made ſorrow and deep lamentation his 

rtion. His labours were fervent with the 
youth, in much love and zeal, that they might 
come to know God for themſelves, bow their 
necks to the yoke, and lay their ſhoulders to 
the work, ſaying, That their remembering 
«© their Creator in the days of their youth, 
% would be as marrow to his bones.” It was 
indeed his great joy to behold the peaceable 
fruits of righteouſneſs, and his labours for the 
promotion thereof, made him honourable 
amongſt men of various ranks and profeſſions, 
and his teſtimony generally acceptable to 
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In the ſupport of our Chriſtian diſcipline, he 
was zealous, active, and unwearied, and fa- 
youred with qualification to adviſe in different 
caſes, which ſeldom failed of ſucceeding. His 
teſtimony, was cloſe againſt hypocriſy, and an 


_ outſide ſhew of religion only, but full of 93 
ternal tenderneſs to the afflicted, weak, or dif- 
fident in ſpirit ; of ſound judgment, and deep 


in divine experience, yet modeſt and conde- 
ſcending: and being favoured with the de- 


ſcendings of the Father's love, that at times 


appeared to clothe him as with a mantle, he 
had an open door in the hearts of his friends, 
and an aſcendency over the ſpirits of gainſayers. 

He was a zealous promoter of viſiting friends 
in their families, was many times engaged 
therein, and his labours were awakening and 
uſeful; often employed in viſiting the ſick, 
the widow, and the fatherleſs, and others in 
affliction. On theſe occaſions he was ſeldom 
large in expreſſion, but his filent ſympathy, 


and ſecret breathing for their relief, were more 


conſolatory than many words. A conſiderable 
part of his time was ſpent in aſſiſting widows, 


and the guardianſhip of orphans, which though 


laborious to him, was of much advantage to

The importance of love and age to civil 
and religious ſociety he was deeply ſenſible of, 
diligent in promoting them both by precept 


and example, and ſucceſsful in reſtoring har- 


mony where any violation of it appeared. 


His conduct and converſation in private life 


was exemplary, and ſuch as implied an inward

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cloſe inſpection into the ſecret operations of

He was apprehenſive of his approaching end 
for ſome time before his laſt illneſs, and told a 
friend, © He ſhould not ſurvive one year, who 
admired he was ſo poſitive; but he made no 
further reply than, See what will follow.“ 
In his publick teſtimony alſo he frequently 
aid, © He had but an inch of time to treat with 
aus.“ In the firſt part of his illneſs he went 
to ſome meetings, one whereof was large, and 
He was favoured with ſtrength to ſpeak in a 
powerful and inſtructive manner to the youth, 
for whoſe welfare his deſires were ardent. His 
diſorder was flow and lingering, wherein he 
was favoured with his underſtanding almoſt to 
the laſt; and although at ſome ſeaſons he was 
much concerned on account of the gloomineſs 
of the times in religious and civil reſpects, yet 
in general he poſſeſſed a very great degree of 
calmneſs and ſerenity of mind, with a perfect 
reſignation to the will of God, whether life or 
death ſhould be his portion. On the day of 
His departure, obſerving his wife'troubled, he 
faid with a cheerful countenance, © I am eaſy, 
I am eaſy, and defired her to be eaſy 
alſo. Indeed, it appeared that the Lord 
had ſtrengthened him on the bed of languiſh- 
ing, and made all his bed in his ſickneſs. And 
thus having ſerved God in his generation, he 
departed the 23d day of the ninth month, 
1759, aged fixty-ſeven years; having, we 
hope, ſhaken himſelf from the duſt, and put

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H: was born in Barking, in the county: of 
Eſſex, Great Britain, on the 1% of the 
ninth month, 1696, came whilſt young with 
his parents into this province, and lived ſome 
time in this city, from whence he removed with.

firſt "ppc ed in the miniſtry ; ſome years after 
which he ſettled in this city. His gift in the 
miniſtry/was living, deep, and very cdifying ; 
and in the exerciſe thereof, he was remarkable 
for an awful care, not to appear without clear 
and renewed evidence of the motion of life 
for that ſervice : and though not a man of 
literature, was often led into ſublime matter; 
which was convincing and perſuaſive in ſetting 
forth the dignity and excellence of the Chriſtian 
religion, yet was very attentive that | thoſe 
heights ſhould not detain him 'beyond his 
proper gift, but to cloſe in and with the life;

He was careful 
not to engage in worldly concerns, ſo as to 
encumber his mind, and draw it off from that 
religious contemplation, in which was his 
chief delight ; which happy ſtate of mind he 
maintained to the laſt, as evidently appear- 
ed to thoſe friends who were with him towards 
his concluſion ; to ſome of whom he r 
himſelf in the following manner, viz.

HOUGH few of us were perſonally ac- 

quainted with this our dear ancient friend 
in ihe early part of his life, yet as we have in- 
formation by good authorities, of ſome things 
remarkable therein, we think it not amiſs to

He was born in Merionethſhire, in the 
principality of Wales, and came oyer with 
his parents into Pennſylvania, when about 
twelve years of age.

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keeping company with ſuch, whoſe conver.

was guilty of immoral practices, he was cloſely 
reproved by the witneſs of God in ſecret, and 
his condition being thereby plainly manifeſted 
to him, as likewiſe the danger of purſuing ſuch 
courſes, he did not dare to go any longer in 
vanity; but ſubmitting to the reproofs of in- 
ſtruction, was brought under great exercife 
and godly forrow. In which ſtate, the con- 
verſation of his former companions, once his 
delight, became a burden, and increaſed his 
diſtreſs ; but avoiding to feed their light airy 
diſpoſitions, keeping his mind retired, and 
reading the Holy Scriptures, when they ſought 
to entice him, had ſuch an effect, that they 
forſook him; which was a great eaſe to his 
mind, in that it afforded him opportunity for 
a further ſearch after the will of him, who in 
mercy had called him to glory and virtue. As 
he was thus engaged, after many deep bap- 
tiſms and trials, it pleaſed the Lord, about 
the thirty-fourth year of his age, to call him 
to the work of the miniſtry; which was an 
exceeding humbling exerciſe to him, and 
many ſore conflicts he had therein, through

His lafl ſickneſs, at the funeral of one of his 
ſons, which was the laſt meeting he was at, 


hae was remarkably fayoured in his public teſti- 
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mony to a large gathering of people; and ifi 
ſupplication at the ſame meeting, his great 
Lord and Maſter was pleaſed to favour him 
with a tranſcendent view into the beauty of 
holineſs, crowning a life, great part of which 
had been, according to the meaſure received, 
devoted to his honour, with evident tokens of 
his being near to the kingdom of reſt and 
peace everlaſting. And the ſame evening he 
was taken ill at his own houſe in Exeter 
aforeſaid, and continued for about eleven days, 
moſtly in extreme pain, yet bore it with pa- 
tience and reſignation to the divine will; and 
though he inclined much to be ſtill and quiet, 
uttered many comfortable expreſſions, ſome of 
which were taken down in writing.

She married our worthy and much eſteemed 
— John Evans, of this place, to whom ſhe 
was truly a help-meet, more eſpecially in pub- 
lic religious ſervices; for whenever ſhe diſco- 
vered the leaſt inclination in him, to viſit the 
meetings of friends whether far or near, ſhe 
did all in her power to cheriſh and encourage 
the motion; ſhe was alſo a great ſupport and 
comfort to him under his ſpiritual conflicts 
about the time of his appearing firſt in a 
e teſtimon yy ; 

In her family, ſhe was an example off piety 
and induſtry, riſing early in the morning, an 
encouraging others fo to do, often obſerving, 
that thoſe who lay late, loſt the youthful beauty 
of the day, and waſted the moſt precious part 
of their time ; that the ſun was the candle 
of the world, which called upon us to ariſe 
and apply to our ſeveral duties.

plumb-line, ſhe thought it ſafeſt rather to in- 


that the grace of God, which bringeth ſalva- 
tion, had appeared unto all men ; delighting 


to converſe with our uninſtructed Indians about 


their ſentiments of the Supreme Being; and 
often ſaid, She diſcovered evident traces of 
divine goodneſs in their uncultivated minds. 
In her friendſhips ſhe was warm and ſteady, 
and on her death-bed earneſtly preſſed her chil- 


dren, * Not to forget the friends of their father 


© and mother; and the ſenſibility of her heart, 
made her very attentive to the wants of the 
poor in her neighbourhood. | ; 

Some years before her deceaſe, ſhe loſt in 
the huſband of her youth, a boſom-friend, and 
the greateſt ſupport of her age, which proved 
ſo great a trial, ſhe ſaid, © That if God whom 
© ſhe loved all her life long, had not enabled 
© her to ſuſtain it, ſhe muſt have ſunk under 


it.“ This diſpenſation of Providence weaned 


her from all temporal enjoyments. She con- 
tinued attending meetings, and frequently vi- 
fiting the ſick and afflicted while her ſtrength 
permitted, and when that failed, much of her 
time was ſpent in reading the Holy Scriptures, -

O ancient friend Samuel Large, departed 
tis life, the 924 of the ſixth month, 1765, 
and was buried the 1175 of faid month, in 


friends burying- ground at Kingwood, aged a- 


bout ſeventy- ſeven years, having been a mini- 
ſter upwards of 40 years. He was religiouſly 
inclined when young, inſomuch (as he related) 
that at times he thought he could freely declare 
to others of the goodneſs and merciful dealings 
of God to his ſoul; but for want of giving dili- 
gent heed to the inſhinings of that divine light 
which had meaſurably redeemed him, he ſuf- 
fered a loſs of that ſweet and heavenly commu- 
nion which he had been made a ſharer of, and 
began to join with folly and vanity, which 
youth are apt to do; but in proceſs of time, 
being re-viſited' by an all-merciful God, he 
gave up to bear the croſs ; and about the thir- 
tieth year of his age, was made willing to 
bear a public teſtimony, and declare to others 
what God had done for him; which teſtimony 
was living and powerful, and tended to the re- 
freſhing and watering the Lord's heritage and 
people; being often concerned where his lot 
was caſt, to invite and perſuade people to ſeek 
the Lord for themſelves, that they might know 
the work of regeneration wrought and com- 
pleated in and for themſelves. He freely gave 
up to ſpend both time and ſubſtance on truth's 
account when called thereto, having viſited 
ſeyeral provinces on this continent, and ſome

of them divers times. He was a generous kind 


friend, ready to do good to all, eſpecially the 
houſhold of faith, very ready in aſſiſting the 


ſervants and meſſengers of Chriſt when tra- 


velling on that account; bringing up his chil- 
dren in the principles af the Chriſtian reli 


gion, and in plainneſs of ſpeech and apparel; 


great encourager of his family and others in 
attending meetings, that they might diſcharge 
their duties which they owed: to their Maker. 
In the latter part of his days, when old and 
infirm, he met with exerciſes and difficulties; 
yet we have good reaſon to believe, he was 
carried through them all, and died in

At other times he frequently mentioned his

tion, to no real advantage, and conſumed much 


precious time that might be profitably ſpent in 
doing good among mankind ; ſaying, that if 

friends lived near enough to the inward teacher, 
that diſcovers things to be as they really arg; 
there are many things amongſt us termed ſmall 
or trifling, which would appear: inconſiſtent 
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Notwithſtanding his affliction was great, yet 
he bore it with remarkable patience,” appearing 
more concerned for the glory of God, and the 
good of his church and people, than any tem- 
poral conſiderations; and frequently expreſſed 
his reſignation to the divine will, being freely 
given up either for life or death.”

In his publick teſtimony a little before his 
laſt ſickneſs, he expreſſed his apprehenſions, 
that his time among us would be ſhort, and 
fervently exhorted to watchfulneſs and care, 
to keep our lamps trimmed, and our lights 
burning, and urged the neceſſity of being pre- 

ed to meet the bridegroom, as not knowing 
at what hour he will come. 

He travelled ſeveral times, and viſited moſt

In his declining years he was affected with 
bodily weakneſs, 'yet his zeal for the cauſe of 
truth did not abate, but the life and power 
uſually attending his miniſtry rather increaſed. 
In his laſt teſtimony at our meeting, he was 
highly favoured, the power of truth riſing in- 
to dominion; with much ſalutary counſel and 
fatherly admonition he ſeemed to take a final 
farewell of his brethren, and fervently prayed 
for our preſervation. As his departure drew 
nigh, he often expreſſed his willingneſs to leave

IE was born in Rhode-Ifland, of honeſt pa- 
rents, who died whilſt he was young, 
from which time, until he came to man's 
eſtate, we have no account of him, only that 
ſome of us have heard him ſay, he was much 
delighted with mirth and vanity.

From accounts received, and our 0wn know- 
ledge of his conduct and miniſtry, we have

HE was born in Northampton, in the county 
= of Burlington, and province of Weſt- 
New-Jerſey, in the eighth month, 1720, of re- 
ligious parents, who inſtructed him very early 
in the principles of the Chriſtian religion, as 


1 by the people called Quakers; which 


e eſteemed a bleſſing to him, even in his 
young years, tending to preſerve him from the 
infection of wicked children. But through the 
workings of the enemy, and levity incident to 
youth, he frequently deviated from thoſe pa- 
rental precepts, by which. he laid a renewed 
foundation for repentance, that was finally 
ſucceeded by a godly ſorrow not to be repented 


of; and fo became acquainted with that ſancti- 
fying power which qualifies for true goſpel 
miniſtry, into which he was called about the 
. {wenty-ſecond year of his age, and by a faith- 


ful 
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ful uſe of the talents committed to him, he 


experienced an increaſe, until he arrived at the 
ate of a father, capable of dividing the word I 


aright to the different ſtates he miniſtered unto; 
diſpenſing milk to babes, and meat to thoſe of 
riper years. Thus he found the efficacy of

might uſe moderation and kindneſs to the

He feveral times opened a ſchool at Mount-

pious. tutors,” ſaying, It is a lovely ſight to

we owe them. 

His miniſtry was ſound, very deep and pe⸗ 

detrating, ſometimes pointing out the dange- 
rous ſituation which indulgence and cuſtom 
leads into; frequently exhorting others, eſpe- 
cially the youth, not to be diſcouraged at the 
ditficulties which occur, but preſs after purity. 
He often expreſſed an earneſt engagement that 
pure wiſdom ſhould be attended to, which 
would lead into lowlineſs of mind and reſig- 
nation to the divine will, in which ſtate * 
—— here would be ſufhcient. 

In tranſacting the affairs of Wp hiv 
judgment was ſound and clear, and he was very 
uſeful in treating with thoſe who had done 
amiſs ; he viſited ſuch in a private way, in that 
plainneſs which truth diQates, ſhewing great 
tenderneſs and Chriſtian forbearance. He was 
a conſtant attender of our yearly- meeting, in 
which he was a good example, and particularly 
uſeful; aſſiſting in the buſineſs thereof with 
great weight and attention. He ſeveral times 
viſited moſt of the meetings of friends, in this 
and the neighbouring provinces, with the con-

he appeared lively and ſenſible, though very

GQHE was When y inclined from her youth, 
and when married was a good example in 
her family as a wife and a parent, of an inof- 
fenſive life and converſation, and a diligent 
attender of religious meetings, until prevented 
by age and bodily infirmity. Her appearances 
as a miniſter were not frequent, but ſavoury, 
and in few expreſſions. 

In her laſt illneſs ſhe ſeemed reſigned either 
to live or die, and by her ſenſible expreſſions 

and good advice to her children and others, ſhe 
appeared in a living humble frame of mind, 
and ſignified, She did not fee any thing in 
* her way. 


She quietly departed this life the 26th of the

love when very young, and at times theſe

very infancy (and through every part of life) 
by which I was in a good degree preſerved 
from the evils and vanities of the world; 
and not only ſo, but comforted and ſupported 
© in every time of trouble and difficulty, as 
© there was a ſecret regard to that good hand 
_ © which is, and ever will be, the help of all 
© thoſe who put their truſt i in it, But ar 
the Lord had fo favoured me, that I was 
© made capable of being in ſome reſpects ſer- 
* viceable amongſt my acquaintance and friends, 


* from a propenſity in my natural diſpoſition

© (which is likewiſe a bleſſing from Heaven) 


© to aſſiſt or oblige thoſe with whom I con- 
. verſed; yet after it pleaſed God, by the death 
of a fiſter whom I entirely loved, to give me 
a a freſh inſtance of the uncertainty and unſa- 
tisfactorineſs of all temporal bleſſings. He 


was pleaſed to ſtrengthen my deſires t the 
-enjoyment of that which is eternal, and fadeth 


ſoul, that T might 'be brought to a nearer

after righteouſneſs, that my ſoul could not

yet in all this the Lord was very merciful, 
and let me fee that his dealings with my foul 
were in order to qualify and fit for ' ſome 
further ſervice, O] then the ſolemn engage- 
' ments my ſoul was willing to enter into at 
"this Bethel! If thou, O Lord! will be with 
© me in the way that I go, and give me bread 
* tg eat, and raiment to put on, in a ſpiritual 
* ſenſe, and bring me to my heavenly Father's 
© houſe in peace, thou ſhalt be my God, and 
I will ſerve thee! And the Lord, who _ 
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the tenderneſs of my heart at that time, (for 
Lit was his own work) was pleaſed: graciouſly 
to ſhower down. of the heavenly rain of his 
* kingdom, by which my ſoul was greatly 
_ *:comforted and refreſhed. in his preſence ; and 
in a true fight and ſenſe of my own nothing. 
neſs and inability. to do any thing that was 
acceptable in the ſight of God without his 
aſſiſtance, was my ſpirit greatly humbled be. 
fore him, and a. reſignation wrought in my 
will to be given up in all things to him, who 
had thus enabled my ſoul to praiſe his name 
upon the banks of deliverance from great 
and ſore conflicts and troubles, which were 
unknown to any in that day. For then 
was the Lord my refuge — 5 ſure hiding - 
place, and under the ſhadow of his wing 
Was I kept, and in the ſweet enjoyment of 
divine love, light, and life, at times was 
made to ſay, ſurely nothing ſhall be able to 
make a ſeparation from the love of God in 
Chriſt jeſus. But alas ! this laſted not long; 
for when it was clearly ſhewn me what was 
required of my hands, which was to bear a 
805 teſtimony for God, and to declare un- 
to others what he had done for my ſoul, then 
conſultations with fleſh and blood began, 
though the merciful viſitations of love were 
long continued unto me; yet doubts, fears, 
and reaſonings increaſed, ſo that great dark- 
neſs and diſtreſs came upon me, nor could I 
now apply with that confidence and truſt as 
formerly, to him alone who can help, but 
began to diſcloſe ſomething of my condition 
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* to others; from which time I was ſenſible 
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that my ſtrength decreaſed. Vet all this while

# left in unſpeakable anguiſh and diſtreſs. Un- 
der this ſenſe of terror I cried to the Lord to 
' ſhew me his will, and enable me to petform 
it; but the ſenſe of his love was ſo far with- 
drawn, and fears and doubts had ſo prevailed, 
that I began to queſtion every thing, and by 
degrees the unwearied adverſary hath ſo pre- 
vailed, or it is ſo ſuffered for ends I know: 
not, that I am at this time, actording to my 
weak apprehenſion, leftvery much to myſelf, 
without the ſenſation of divine love upon my 
ſoul, or the ability to ſeek after it, or rightly: 
to wait for it, or to ſtir or move any way as 
to my ſoul; but, in a ſtupidity not to be 
deſcribed, ſtript of all inward. comfort, and 
not able to take pleaſure in any thing! this 
world can afford.” 
Being, through the mercy of the Lord, pre- 
ſerved under this cloſe probation, and, in his 
time, graciouſly relieved by the quickening 
virtue of his divine preſence and power, ſhe, 
in great abaſement and humiliation, became 
reſigned to his holy requirings, and appeared 
in public teſtimony in one of our religious 
meetings, Being dun brought forth in the 
| miniſtry,

miniſtry, through great mortification of her 
: own will, her appearance was much to the 
comfort and ſatisfaction of friends, it being 
evident to the ſenſible and judicious members 
of the church, that ſhe was rightly called to 
this weighty work; and divers nearly ſym- 
pathizing with her, were ſpiritual helpers, 
watching over her in much love and tender- 
neſs. And through faithfulneſs to her gift, ſhe 
Increaſed in knowledge and experience, and be- 
came an able goſpel miniſter, being ſound in 
doctrine, pertinent in exhortation, clear and 
audible in utterance, and careful to adorn the 
doctrine ſhe preached by a pious exemplary 
life and converſation, —_ | 
Fer firſt journey in the ſervice of truth was 
to ſome adjacent meetings as companion to our 
valuable friend Margaret Ellis; being after- 
wards, through the efficacy of divine love, 
drawn forth to viſit many of the meetings in 
this province, New-Jerſey, and the yearly- 
meetings in Maryland and Long-Ifland ; and 
in the year 1764, in company with our friends 
Joyce Benezet and Elizabeth Smith, attended 
that at Rhode-Iſland; though her religious 
labours were chiefly in this city, manifeſting 
among us a ſteady uniform concern for the 
cauſe of truth, and preſervation of true Chriſ- 
tian fellowſhip, not only in the exerciſe of her 
gift in the pablick miniſtry, wherein ſhe was 
- eminently favoured, but alſo of our Chriſtian 
diſcipline among friends of her own ſex, for 
which ſhe was well qualified, and of real uſe. 
After the deceaſe of her ancient mother, 
who, in the ninety- fourth year of her age, de- 
5 | parted 
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parted in a calm and peaceful ſtate of mind; to- 
ward whom ſhe had manifeſted a filial affection 
and care, an exerciſe which ſhe had many years 
been under to viſit friends in Great Britain 
now reviving, the weight of the ſervice, and 
her apprehenſion of being diſqualified therefor, 
affected her ſo deeply, that ſhe was reduced to 
ſuch a low ſtate of mind and body, her recovery 
appeared doubtful. But after a diſtreſſing ſea- 
ſon of conflict, ſhe was favoured with ſtrength 
to communicate her concern to this meeting, 
and obtaining a certificate of the near ſym- 
pathy and concurrence of friends, ſhe was left 
to proceed, with their free approbation, as the 
Lord might be pleaſed to furniſh ability; and 
her affectionate niece Deborah Morris's offer 
to accompany her, being alſo. concurred with, 
they embarked for London, in the third month 
1772, where being arrived, though continuing 
in a- weak ſtate of health, ſhe was enabled to 
perform her viſit to friends in moſt of the 
principal counties and towns from Exeter in 
the weſt as far north as Cumberland, and thoſe 
called the Eaſtern Counties; attending two 
yearly- meetings in London, and divers gene- 
ral meetings in other parts of the nation. And 
being favoured with ſtrength beyond ex 
tion, and with that wiſdom which truth gives 
to thoſe who faithfully reſign to its. holy re- 
quirings, ſhe diſcharged her religious duty to the 
edification of the churches, and her own peace; 
returning home in the ninth month 1773, ac- 
companied by her ſaid niece, who had been 
truly helpful to her, and three friends from 
Great Britain on a religious viſit. Her having 
N been 
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been thus mercifully ſuſtained through this 


weighty ſervice, and under ſuch apparent in. 
firmity, advanced to the ſeventieth year of her 
age, was both matter of comfort, and occaſion 
of grateful admiration to friends. 
.- Having, ſoon after her return, attended the 
general meeting at Shrewſbury, the quarterly. 
meeting of Bucks, and ſome other meetings, 
ſhe united that winter with our valuable 
friends, M. Leaver and E. Robinſon, ' from 
Great Britain, in viſiting many of the families 
of friends in this city, being 'eminently fa- 
youred with divine help therein, as ſhe had 
been at times before in the like ſervice. 
In the fifth month 1774, ſhe viſited friends 
at New-York and Long-Iſland, attending the 
yearly- meeting there, and divers others; and 
in the ſame ſummer and fall, viſited ſome meet- 
ings in New-ſerſey. and this province, beſides 
diligently attending thoſe in this city as ſhe 
was enabled, being favoured in moſt of them 
with a lively edifying teſtimony. 
For about fix months before her departure, 
a dropſical diforder ſubjected her to great bodi- 
ly weakneſs; yet her love to God, his truth, 
and people, was ſo prevalent, that when unable 
to walk to a meeting, ſhe was divers times car- 
ried to her ſeat. One of the laſt ſhe attended 
in publick, was on the 475 of the ſixth month 
1775, to which ſhe was with-gat difficulty 
brought, and was enabled to bear a lively teſti- 
mony; affectionately expreſſing her great con- 
cern for the welfare of the people, that they 
might be gathered to God, and mentioning 
the paſſage of our bleſſed Saviour weeping over 
| Jeruſalem, 
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Jeruſalem, tenderly exhorting the rifing youth 
to embrace the call of the Lord, ſubmit to his 


teaching, and thereby experience preſervation! 


During her illneſs, ſhe had to endure great 


bodily pain, and at times, depreſſion of ſpirit; 


yet was at ſeaſons much favoured, and uttered 
many comfortable and edifying expreſſions, 


ſome of which being noted down; are as fol- 


lows, viz. ſixth month 1775. On hearing the 


found of a drum paſſing, it being a time of 


great commotion, ſhe faid, Oh, it is the ſpirit 


of Chriſt that is the Chriſtian's glory and 


* ſtrength! It makes us humble, meek, and

* wile, it is this teacher that cannot be re- 


moved; a guide into that righteous way, 
which, if but lived in, would have kept off 
* this impending ſtorm. O!] that they would 
even now but humbly ſeek to learn the Chriſ- 
* tian warfare, and be earneſtly engaged to 


fight under the banner of Chriſt, to know 


their own hearts luſts totally ſubdued.” At 


another time being in great pain, ſhe cried out, 


O ſweet Lord Jeſus, that thou wouldit be 
* pleaſed to give me a little eaſe, who am an 
* unworthy creature, undeſerving thy ſweet 
* preſence. But thou art merciful, and thou, 
O Lord! knoweſt that nothing leſs can eaſe 
and comfort me; thy living preſence is all 
I want.“ And after the favour was granted, 


which for an hour ſhe enjoyed, ſhe ſaid, © Oh! 


* how good is my God, thus to hear my feeble 
* cry; O how ſweet is this eaſe! All my pains 
* are eaſed by one ſecret look from thee; O! 


* that I could be thankful enough for this fa- 
* your; this ſweet though ſhort quiet, which

ſeek to know ĩt before it was too late. But too 


many are contented without witneſſing the 
frequent renewings of divine love, in which 
only there is life, if they are but preſerved 
from groſs evils, and go on in proſperity, they 
*. fit down eaſy, and think all is well. But O! 
that they may not too late find their miſtake, 
and that they have pleaſed themſelves with 


* favours: which they have unthankfully re- 


*.ccived, and fo ſtopt ſhort of greater, by not 
« defiring them, and more frequently than the 
© day, waiting to know the renewings of that 
© life; without which there is no life to the 
© truly begotten children, and which would 
© ſhew them, not only what they ought to do, 
© but would give them ſtrength to do it. 
Seventh month 24; in a quiet fitting of ſome 
friends in her room, ſhe faid in ſubſtance, * If 
I may take the freedom to expreſs my ex- 
* periences of the Lord's gracious dealings 
with me, when in a land of darkneſs. and 
© drought, where no water is; a land of pits 
© and deſerts, beſet as with noxious creatures, 
and amongſt ſerpents and ſcorpions, from 
© whence- none could deliver, but he who can 
open and none can ſhut. I have ſeen the ne- 
« ceflity, after having done the will of God, 
© to wait with patience to receive the promiſe

In his laſt illneſs, he expreſſed his ſatisfac- 
tion with the dutiful deportment of his child - 
ren towards him as a parent, and gave them _ 
lutary advice, exhorting them, Not to giv 
their: minds too much to temporal 3 
nor ſeek after worldly enjoyments; but learn 
* to get wiſdom and underſtanding, which 
* would make them ſhine as ſtars in the firma- 
ment; and to remember their ſeveral duties, 
* 


and to be ready at the cock- crow, or at mid- 

night; praying his God and Father to be with 
* them, and bleſs them.“ After a time of 
filence, he ſaid, I am at peace with all men. 
* Lord, thou haſt been with. me in times paſt, 
© be with me in my laſt moments, and I pray 
c my God and Father, that he will bear me up 
* as in the hollow of his hand, to my everlaſt- 
ing home. 

In regard to outward affairs, he expreſſed 
himſelf in the following manner, If the world

HE was born at Mansfield, in the county 


- of Burlington, New-Jerfey, in the year 
1736, of parents in memberſhip with friends, 
and was educated in the profeſſion of the truth 
as held by us. Her tender mind, while in her 
minority, was ſenſibly reached with a divine 
viſitation of the love of God, and as ſhe grew 
to riper years, ſhe was preſerved in a good de- 
gree of circumſpect walking in the fear of the 
Lord; her converſation being ſerious, ſenſible 
and guarded, and oftentimes her grave deport- 
ment was uſeful as a check to her companions. 
In the year 1757, ſhe was married to Iſaac Hor- 
ner, and filled the ſtation of a faithful and pru-

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dent wife and mother. In the beginning of 
the year 1768, ſhe appeared in publick as a 
miniſter, her teſtimony being ſhort and lively.

— HE was born of pious parents, and thereby 


knew the advantage of a religious educa- 


tion, which he frequently expreſſed by way of 


encouragement to parents and youth, as a means 
by which he had in a good degree been guarded, 
in the time of his youth, from the vanities of 
the world. Vet as he grew in years, he clearly 
ſaw he wanted the experimental part of the

attain to that which his ſoul exceedingly long-' 
ed for; and under a ſenſe of this want, was 
brought at times very low, and for ſome years 
had to paſs: through a ſtate of mourning and

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HE was the daughter of Enoch mY Sarah | 
Core, of Eveſham aforeſaid, and was born 
the 1774 day of the tenth month, 1710 her 
father dying while ſhe' was very young, left 
her and three other children under the cate of 
their mother, whoſe religious concern for them 
was very great; as ſome of us have heard our 
faid friend often 27 bin, both in publick and 
private. 

She was naturally of a chevefuls pcie, 
and at times when young in years, The ſuffered 
an airy ſpirit to prevail, ſo far as to lead her into 
lightneſs; yet, through divine favour, the ſolid 
inſtruction and example of her mother had 
ſuch influence on her mind, as to preſerve her 
from groſs evils; which we have often heard 
her expreſs with awful reverence. | 

In the year 1729, ſhe was married to our 
friend, William Foſter, and entered into the 
care of a family ; at which time, the cares of 
this world had great effect on her mind, as 
ſome of her laſt expreſſions herein after men- 
tioned will more clearly evince. 

Some time after her marriage, it pleaſed the 
Lord to renew his viſitation of love to her 
ſoul, and to ſhew her the vanity of all tempo- 
ral enjoyments without his love; and ſhe yield- 
ing obedience to the heavenly viſion, and being _ 
given up to ſerve the Lord, had a gift in the 
miniſtry committed to dn in which we have 
reaſon to believe, ſhe was in a good degree

faithful to improve, and, through divine aid, 
became a lively miniſter 
She viſited moſt of the meetings on the con- 
tinent of America, except ſome part of Virgi- 
nia and Carolina; and the accounts received of 
her religious labour in the miniſtry were com- 
fortable and ſatis factory. Her humble awful 
waiting in religious meetings was edifying; 
ſhe was much concerned that good order might 
be preſerved, and careful to example and ad- 
monith her offspring in the fear of the Lord, 
more than to influence their minds to ſeek after 
the treaſures that are tranſitory and periſhing. 
A near ſympathizer with the afflicted, either in 

body or mind, often viſiting ſuch, and admi- 
niſtering to their relief. 
Towards the latter part of her time, her 
health was much impaired, yet ſhe grew more 
lively in the miniſtry ; and in ſome of the laſt 
meetings ſhe attended, was enabled, in a ſolemn 
manner, to invite the youth to join the heavenly 
call of God, and to be faithful in their gifts, 
and then they would be raiſed like an army in 
his power, to ſubdue the works of darkneſs, 
which ſhe ſaw much prevailed amongſt them; 
remarking ſome parts of the epiſtle from our

In her laſt fickneſs, which, though ſhort, 

was ſharp, ſhe was preſerved in much patience 
and ſtillneſs; and when it was apprehended 


ſhe was near expiring, a friend who came to 


viſit her, taking leave of thoſe attending her, ſhe 
held out her hand to the ſaid friend, and deſited 
to be raiſed up, when with conſiderable OY

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ſhe ſaid, That there was a time when her 
heart and mind was much ſet on the world 
« and the things of it, and it profpered with 
her according to her deſire; but ſhe bleſſed 
the name of the Lord, who ſoon let her ſee 
the vanity and emptineſs of all worldly 
treaſure, and that ſhe was thankful he had 
© enabled her to yield obedience to the 
© heavenly viſitation, and in fome degree to 
5 anſwer his requirings ; for it now yielded het 
more peace than if ſhe had poſſeſſion of the 
© whole world, if it was of tenfold more 
* value than it is; and that her prayers had 
often been to the Lord, that he might yet 
* favour the rifing generation with the like 
«* viſitation of his love, with ſome other words 
which could not be underſtood. She appeared 
in a ſweet frame of mind, and after a ſhort 
pauſe, took her ſolemn leave of the faid friend; 
after which ſhe lay ſtill; and in a few hours 
quietly departed this life, on the 1475 of the 
firſt month, 177%, and was buried in friends 
burying-ground at Eveſham the ** of the 
ſame, where a ſolemn meeting was held, aged 
lixty-fix, and a miniſter upwards of 40 years. 
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A Teſtimony from Falls Monthly-Meeting in 
Bucks county, concerning JOSEPH WHITE. 
As the memory of the juſt is: pronounced 
bleſſed, we think it expedient to give forth 
a teftimony concerning this our eſteemed friend, - 
"He was born at the Falls the 2875 of the 
eleventh month, 1712-13. Being young —_ 
his

his father died, he was brought up under the 
care of his relations and friends: and through 
the early extendings of heavenly regard whilſt 
young, . and attending to the teachings of 
divine grace, he was led and preſerved from 
many of the follies and extravagancies incident 
to unthinking youth. About the twentieth 
year of his age he appeared in publick teſtimo- 
ny in our religious meetings, and continuing 
in a good degree faithful to the meaſure of 
light and grace communicated, he grew in his 
gift, and became a lively and able miniſter. 
He was naturally of an open and cheerful 
diſpoſition, and honeſtly concerned for the 
promotion of piety and virtue, and for the 
ſupport and maintenance of good order in the 
church; for which ſervice he Was eminently 
gifted, and truly ſerviceable amongſt us, being 
often concerned that the authority of truth 
might be kept up in all our meetings of diſci- 
pline, and that true judgment might be placed 
upon the diſorderly and irreclaimable. He was 
exemplary in his life and converſation, a diligent 


and timely attender of our religious meetings 


when health of body permitted; and was often 
favoured therein in publick teſtimony and ſup- 
plication, much to the comfort and edification 
of the truly humble waiters. And although 
he had a large gift in the miniſtry, he many 
times ſat meetings in ſilence, waiting upon the 
Lord, not being haſty or forward in the exerciſe 

of his gift; but careful not to miniſter without 
the heavenly life and power that firſt raiſed 
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ſetvice was greatly! to the conſolation and re- 
freſhment of ma | 

He ſeveral. 1 had a concern to viſit the 
1 abroad, and with the concurrence of 
this meeting, viſited many of the meetings of 
friends in this and ſeveral of the adjacent pro- 
vinces, and once through ſome parts of Mary- 
land, Virginia, and North Carolina: and having 
for ſome conſiderable time been under a weighty 
concern to pay a religious viſit to friends in ſeve- 
ral parts of Europe, he, with the concurrence; 
and unity of his friends, took ſhipping for that 
purpoſe in the year 1758, and after a ſhort 
paſſage landed in England; and having pretty 
generally viſited friends meetings in England 
and Ireland, and ſome parts of Wales, — re- 
turned to his family and friends, having been 
from home in truth's ſervice near three years: 
and at his return from theſe: viſits produced 
certificates of friends unity and good ſatisfaction 
with him, and his publick ſervice een 
them. 

He was divers times appointed and engag 
in the ſervice of viſiting families, being well 
ae for that weighty ſervice. 

He much loved the company and ne 
tion of his friends; was a loving and affec- 
tionate huſband, a tender patent, and a good 
neighbour ; generally beloved | by his friends 
and others that knew him, being in ſeveral 
reſpects uſeful and ſerviceable in the neigh” 
bourhood where he lived. = 

He was attended from his youth, at times, 
with a pain at his breaſt, with intermiſſions of 
health, ſometimes for years, and at other

times but ſhort; but as he advanced further in 
age, intermiſſions of health grew ſhort, and 
pain increaſed, which brought on other bodily 
Infirmities, which he bore with patience and 
refignation, often craving he might not be off 
his watch when his pains were exquiſite, nor 
His faith fail in the time of trial, believing it 
to be the goodneſs of God, through his 1 
dealing with him, more and more to wean him 


from all outward connections and neareſt ties 


of nature, that being as the pure gold, refined 
through the furnace, he might with triumph 
join the redeemed that were gone before, which 
he at times had a foretaſte and evidence of: 
but the time when, as he himfelf ſometimes 


expreſſed, he did not then fee, believing it to

The latter part of his time for ſeveral 
months, he ſlept but little in the night ſeaſon, 
being at times engaged in reverent interceſſions 
and divine contemplation, and appeared to be 
waiting for the ſolemn moment. 
He lived in the compaſs of the Falls parti- 
cular meeting until a few years before his 
death, and then removed to Makefield, (a 
branch of the ſame monthly- meeting, ) and 
having for ſome months felt ſtrong deſires (if 
favoured with health) to go to the Falls meet- 
ing, and on a monthly- meeting day ſet out to 
go there; but the weather being cold, and he 
in a weak ſtate of health, ſoon found himſelf 
unable to perform the journey, and returned 


home. But ſome time after, feeling his bodily 


ſtrength ſomewhat reſtored, and love renewed, 
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be ſet out, in company with his wife, ene 
frſt-day morning, and got to the meeting, 
where he was favoured with an open time in 
publick teſtimony, much to the fatisfaction of 
thoſe preſent. After the meeting was over, | 
and friends 9 out, a ftiend bein defirous of 
fpeaking to him, not ſeeing him ol of doors, 
returned into the houſe, and found Mm fittin 
on a ſeat, unable to move without help; the 
friend affiſted him, and took hit to His Houſe, 
where he was taken care of. The fit being o 
the paralytick kind, was much more favourable 
than at ſome other tirmes, though it continued 
ebbing and flowing for ſeveral hours; in which 
time he expreſſed ſeveral things, ſore of which 
being then taken down, are nearly as follows.

UR faid friend was born the 29th day of 
— the eighth month, 1695, and his parents 
ſettling ſomewhat remote from the then ſettle- 
ment of white inhabitants, it appears by a manu- 
ſcript account he has left, that he uſed to walk 
on foot about ten miles to meeting; and being 
faithful to the manifeſtations of truth in his 
young years, was enabled to encourage his bro- 
thers to go with him to wait upon the Lord. 


He makes mention of divers beſetments and 


exerciſes he met with in his ſpiritual journey, 
but by waiting in ſtillneſs upon the Lord, he 
was pleaſed to appear for his help ; and he was 
often drawn to retire in the woods and ſolitary 
places, when his mind was at times enlarged in 
prayer for himſelf, and mankind univerſally. 
He was a diligent attender of religious meet- 
ings whilſt of ability of body, ſeldom ſuffering 
the extremity of weather, or his temporal con- 
cerns, to prevent him from the diſcharge of his 
duty in this reſpect; although he lived at a con- 
mi derable diſtance from the particular meeting 
to which he belonged, and was an exemplary 
humble waiter therein, for the ariſing of that 
life, which is the crown of our aſſemblies. 
He was an appointed elder for the meeting at

Y accounts we have had, ſhe was born at 
Grange, in the county of Antrim, in the 
North of Ireland, the 10th of the firſt month 
(old ſtile) 1919-20, deſcended of gy, pa- 
rents profeſſing the truth (John and Margaret 
B b 2 8 Hudſon.) 
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Hudſon.) Her father dying in low circum- 
ſtances when ſhe was young, ſhe was placed out 
by her mother to earn her living by her own la- 
bour, who nevertheleſs ſought a portion in the 
truth for her daughter, eſteeming it the beſt 

riches; and lived to ſee the deſire of her heart 
in that reſpect, in a degree accompliſhed. For 
the tendering viſitations of divine love bein 
mercifully extended to this our dear friend early 
in life, ſhe happily cloſed in therewith, and 
witneſſed an advancement in piety and godli- 
neſs. Such was her love to the truth, and zeal 
for the attendance of meetings when young, 
ſhe would go many miles on foot to them ; and 
being an honeſt ſervant, laboured hard to make 
up the time to her employer. In theſe times, 
her cup was often made to overflow with the 
goodneſs of the Lord to her ſoul ; which ſhe 
has frequently been heard to ſpeak of with ten- 
derneſs of ſpirit, for the encouragement of ſer- 
vants and others in low circumſtances; and 
that the rich and full, who have horſes to ride 
on, and are bleſſed both with the neceſſaries 
and conveniencies of life, might prize their, 
time and privileges, and bring forth fruits ade- 
quate to the favours conferred on them. 

A diſpenſation of the goſpel was committed 
to her to preach, to which ſhe gave up in the 
ſeventeenth year of her age; and we have reaſon 
to think, ſhe grew therein as a willow by the 
water courſe : for in the exerciſe thereof, with 
the unity of her friends at home, ſhe came 
over to this country with Ruth Courtny, in 
the latter part of the year 1737, and paid a re- 
ligious viſit to friends generally on this conti- 


nent, 
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nent, we believe to good ſatisfaction; ſome of 
us having cauſe to remember her, and the 
ſweetneſs of her ſpirit at that time. With the 
ſame friend ſhe alſo travelled in England and 
Wales, 1740, ſpending upwards of fifteen 
months there in the ſervice of truth. | 

On the 255 of the ninth month 1742, he 
was married to Jeſſe Hatton; in which ſtate, 
ſhe for many years underwent great outward 
difficulties, as well as inward exerciſes and 
trials, on account of the cauſe and teſtimony of 
truth which ſhe had eſpouſed, and was favoured 
with firmneſs to hold her integrity thereto 

which ſhe has been heard to commemorate 
with thankfulneſs to the Lord her: deliverer, 
rendering the praiſe to him. alone, who, even 
during that trying diſpenſation, opened her 
way to labour conſiderably in his cauſe in 

many places, as in Ireland, Scotland, and again 
in England. 

About the year 1754, ſhe removed with: her- 
huſband and family, and ſettled in Waterford, 
where ſhe was made truly near to friends, and 
uſeful in the Lord's hand. 

In the year 1759 her huſband. died; and in 
1760, being canſtrained by the love of truth, 
and having the concurrence of her friends at 
home, and of the meeting of miniſters and 
elders in London, ſhe entered on a ſecond viſit 
to America, which for many years had: reſted 
weightily on her mind. In the ninth month 
of the ſame year ſhe arrived here, and viſited 
friends meetings generally throughout this 
continent, as far ſouth as Charleſton, in South- 
r and to the eaſtern parts of New-Eng- 
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land, to the comfort and ſatisfaction bf n 
leaving ſeals of her miniſtry in many places; 
and after a labour of upwards of two years, 
embarked for England. In the ſummer fol- 
lowing ſhe viſited Munſter province in Ireland. 
And on the 2 5th of the ninth 1763, ſhe was 
married to our friend Thomas Lightfoot ; and 
continuing fervent in ſpirit for the diſcharge 
of her religious duties, finiſhed her viſit to that 
nation by Midſummer following. 
In the beginning of the eighth month 1764, 
ſhe embarked at Cork with her huſband and 
family, in order to ſettle here, and arrived in 
the ninth month following, from which time 
ſhe belonged to our monthly-meeting, whereof 
ſhe was a ferviceable member; likewiſe was 
engaged in the love of the goſpel, to viſit many 
of the meetings of friends in this and the 
adjacent governments, alſo the neighbouring 
yearly-meetings; and in the year 1774, went 
into New-England, with our friend Eliza- 
beth Robinſon from Great Britain; in which 
viſits her company and fervices were weighty, 
ſtrengthening, and eſtabliſhing to friends. 
At divers meetings previous to the breaking 
forth of the preſent calamity, ſhe had, in an 
awful manner, to proclaim the approach of a 
ſtormy day, which would ſhake the ſandy 
foundations of men, and many of the formal 
profeſſors in our fociety ſhould be blown away. 
' The laſt journey ſhe took, was to the yearly- 
meeting at ' Third-Hayen, in Maryland, held 
in the fixth month 1779, wherein deep wading 
and waſting exerciſe, with feebleneſs of body, 
Was her lot. Soon after tee return home, a fit 


of 
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of illneſs contributed much to the breaking of 


her conſtitution ; but the balm of ſweet peace 
of mind was ſtill her comfort and ſupport. She 
recovered ſo as to get abroad again to her own 
and many other meetings about the country, 
and to our laſt yearly- meeting in Philadelphia, 


though in a weak ſtate of health. The lak ſhe 


attended was our ſelect meeting at Uwchlan, 
the 27h of the farſt month 1781, under an in- 
creaſing weakneſs of body, but to the comfort 
of friends then aſſembled. 


She was an excellent example of ſteady wait» 


ing upon the Lord in filence, and out of meet- 
ings ſolid and grave in her deportment, in- 
ſtructive and weighty in converſation, watch- 
ful over her own family for their good, bearing 
her teſtimony againſt wrong things in them as 
well as others; of a diſcerning ſpirit ; and 
when her lot was caſt in families as well as 
meetings, was often led. to feel for and ſym- 
pathize with the hidden ſuffering ſeed. Hays. 
ing paſſed through the deep waters of afflic- 
tion herſelf, her eye was not unuſed to drop a 

tear for and with others in diſtreſs, either in 


body or mind, and the rejoiced in being 


and doing them good. | 
She was a living and powerful miniſter of 
the word, careful not to break ſilence in meet- 
ings, until favoured with a freſh anointing from 


the Holy One; whereby the was preſerved clear 
in her openings, 9 and weighty in 225 
her voice being ſolemn and awakening und 
the baptizing power of truth. | 
Many were the heavenly ſcaſons with which 
ſhe was favoured during a lingering illneſs, in 
7 E111 
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ſome of which ſhe was led to expreſs herſelf in 
a lively edifying manner, and often, with di- 
vine pertinence to the ſtates of thoſe who were 
preſent; as alſo her belief that the ſhould 
join the ſpirits of the juſt made perfect, in that 
city, whoſe walls arc ſalvation, and her gates 
praiſe. 

One evening, after a ſolemn filence, ſhe 
hroke forth in a ſweet melody, ſaying, * I have 
© had a proſpect this evening, of joining the 
© heavenly hoſt, in ſinging praiſes to Zion's 
* King: for which favour, my ſoul and all 
that is ſenſible within me, magnifies that 
© arm which hath been with me from my in- 
« fant days, and caſt up a way where there was 
* no way, both by ſea and land.“ She then 
ſignified what an exerciſe ſhe had laboured 
under for the good of ſouls, and how it 
wounded her very life, to behold the profeſſors 
of Chriſtianity. acting inconſiſtent with the ex- 
e of a crucified Saviour. 

She frequently ſupplicated the Lord for the 
continuance of his help, and that ſhe might be 
endued with patience, adding, Oh! what 
« would become of me now, if I had a wound- 
© ed conſcience? The work with me is not 
« now to do. This winnowing day muſt come 
« cloſer to the dwellings of fome than ever it 
has done, even to the ſhaking of them from 
© the gods of ſilver and of gold, hay or ſtub-

her huſband to leave her, ſaying, * There is

6 * Ataerding, can ſpeak it at this time by ex- 
b perience.“ She ſpoke of the neceſſity there 
was for friends to guard againſt keeping in 
their families perſons of corrupt morals and 
evil communication, which hath a tendency 
to poiſon the tender minds of their children; 

and ſignified her apprehenſion, that ſome pa- 

rents were ſtained with the blood of their off- 
ſpring thereby. At another time, ſhe encou- 
raged ſome that were preſent, to be faithful 
to the Lord, and to keep to their gifts, adding, 
Oh! what a fine thing it is to ſit lively in 
meetings, and to witneſs the holy oil to run 
bas from veſſel to veſſel. Feeling herſelf grow 
worſe, ſhe gave directions about the laying- out 

her body, that it ſhould be with nun 
plainneſs. 

One morning, in the hearing of a few e 
ſhe cautioned againſt a light chatfy ſpirit get- 
ting up in a ſhew of religion, and was led in 

a remarkable manner, to utter reproofs againſt 
the ungodly Quaker, ſignifying a terrible day 
would ſooner or later overtake ſuch. _ 

She expreſſed herſelf one day nearly as fol- 
lows, When I have fat down in our meet- 
lings, and caſt my eye over the people, how 

have I been grieved to ſee the haughtineſs of 
the young men, and the folly. of the young 
women, looking one upon another, as if there 

was nothing to do; coming to meetings jult * 
to ſee and be ſeen. Oh! will not the Lord 
viſit for theſe things? Yea, ſurely he will, 
and call to an account thoſe haughty ſons 


and forgetful daughters, ] have been Syed 
* with 
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with it when I have fat as with my lips 
* ſealed; and yet there is a remnant that are 
near to my life among the youth. 

At another time, being raiſed by divine aid 
from great weakneſs, ſhe thus expreſſed her- 
ſelf, The Lord will fearch Jeruſalem, he will 
** blow away the chaff; but the wheat, Oh! 
« the weighty wheat he will gather into his 
«© holy garner. It ſeems to me, that many of 
«« the better ſort are haſtening to their graves, 
J do not repine at my afflitions, for how 
* {mall are they, compared with his who ſuf- 
4 fered for us all, when he ſaid, My God, 
** my God, why haſt thou forſaken me?“ Oh 
* the profeſſors of truth]! How often have [ 
*© thought of their great privileges! How of- 
sten have they been called unto and watered 
And yet remain unredeemed ; there is much 
* impurity about the ſkirts of ſome ; ; if they 
t refuſe they will be rejected, and others called 
* in; he will have his table filled, he will 
* have a people that will ſtand for his name. 
After ſome time, aſking for a friend, ſhe ſaid, 
* I have ſomething to ſay to thee about the 
© city; the folly, I would not willingly call 
© it iniquity, but upon a ſtrict examination I 
© believe it may be ſo called, of laying out their 
* dead, has — a burden to me many times 
* of late when I have been there. I have won- 
dered at the pomp and vanity, and the coſt, 
how much for no good purpole at all, but to 
be buried with the mouldering body.

66 gatherer of ſycamore fruit. Low employ- 
ments, ſaid ſne, but the Lord raiſeth the 
poor out of the duſt, and lifteth up the 
** beggar from the dunghill to fit among prin- 
* ces.” I have been one of ſorrows, and much 
* acquainted with. grief. It is true, this has 
been a pleaſant ſpot to live in, and with an 
agreeable companion, and it was nothing 
ſhort of the good hand that thus provided 
for me; but I have never forgot the worm. 
wood and the gall. 

She continued quiet and ſenſi ble the remain- 
der of her time, ſaying, Oh deareſt Lord! 
take me to thyſelf, even into thy Heavenly 
kingdom; take me into Paradiſe, for I long 
to be with thee there. After expreſſing the 
deſire of her ſoul reſpecting one of her ſons, ſhe 
took leave of her huſband and others prefent 
with a look of endearing love, and expired a- 
bout the fourth hour in the morning, like one 
falling into an eafy flumber, on the 874 of the

IE was born the 1275 day of the ſecond 
> month, 1693, and deſcended from parents 
profeſſing the truth, whoſe religious care over 
him, co-operating with the principle of divine 
grace implanted in his mind, was the happy 
means of fixing his attention, not on a cor- 
ruptible inheritance, but on that which is in- 
corruptible, eternal in the heavens, and fadeth 
not away. And as he was in a good degree 
faithful to the manifeſtation of light-afforded 
him, about the twenty-fifth year of his age, 
he entered on the work of the miniſtry, in 
which he diligently laboured, viſiting, with 
the concurrence of his friends, divers parts of 
this continent. He was often led ſenſibly to 
declare of the love and goodneſs of the Lord to 
thoſe who diligently wait upon and ſeek him; 
and is worthy of remembrance for his ſteady 
example in the attendance of meetings. 

In his advanced years, he had divers painful 
times of illneſs, but was admirably. preſerved 
through them without the help of medicine. 
He was temperate in his living; and that in- 
nocency of life, meekneſs, and love which at- 
tended him in his early years, ſhined clear in 
his latter days, being often favoured (when his 
-underſtanding in worldly matters appeared to 
fail him) in a lively manner to ſpeak to the 
ſtates of the people when religiouſly aſſembled, 
which made him near to many friends. He 
was a peace-maker amongſt his neighbours and

PORTER and earneſtly engaged for the univerſal 
advancement of true peace amongſt mankind ; 
bearing a faithful teſtimony againſt war, and 
againſt the unneceſſary diſtillation and uſe of 
ſpirituous liquors, and the prevailing and fool- 
iſh cuſtoms and faſhions of the world. | 
In his laſt illneſs, he'was preſerved in great 
patience and reſignation through much bodily 
pain, ſignifying his Satisfaction in having 
* diſcharged his religious duty; and that all 
© looked pleaſant before him, and nothing re- 
©, mained for him to do, unleſs the Lord ſhould 
again pleaſe to raiſe him, which was hid 
from his fight ; but that he was quite re- 
« ſigned to his will in all things. AR 
In theſe trying hours, wherein he was ena- 
bled to drop. many comfortable and edifying 
ſentences to thoſe who viſited him, he appeared 
to be favoured with a foretaſte of that true peace 
which is laid up in ſtore for all them-who un 
out to the end in well-doing. 
He departed this life, the 21/ of the firſt 
month. 1783, and was interred at Eveſham on 
the 24h, aged near * and a miniſter a- 
bout 65 years.

N this occaſion, we may pertinently adopt

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Dorcas their ſiſter, who had been Full of 
* good works, and alms-deeds which ſhe had 
« done. And all the widows ſtood by _ 
« weeping, and ſhewing the coats and g 
* ments which Dorcas had made while Se 
« was with them,” Acts ix. 37. 39. 

He was born in France, at a town named 


5 St, Quintin, in the province of Picardy, on 


the 31, of that now called the firſt month, 
1713. At which time Romiſh bigotry and 
ſuperſtition ſubjected the Proteſtants in that 
kingdom to very rigorous perſecutions, which 
occaſioned many thouſands of them to leave it, 
among whom were the parents of our deceaſed 
friend, who removed from thence on the 3d of 
the ſecond month called February, 171 * — 
after ſpending a ſew months in Holland, 
ceeded to London, where they reſided . 
ſixteen years, and in the month called Novem- 
ber, 1731, they arrived in this city, being well 
recommended by divers friends. 

In the fifth month, 1736, he was married 
to our friend Joyce Marriott, of this city, in 
whom he experienced a truly religious help- 
meet, almoſt to the end of forty-eight years. 
Being diſſatisfied with following mercantile 
buſineſs, to which he was brought up, he de- 
clined that occupation, and ſought other em- 
ployments for the maintenance of his family ; 
and they alſo engaging more of his time and 
attention than he found conſiſtent with his 
peace of mind, he willingly embraced an op- 
portunity which offered favourable to his in- 
clination and concern for the inſtruction of 
youth in uſeful learning, by ſupplying a va- 
cancy

cancy which happened in the year 1742 in the 
Engliſh ſchool under the direction of friends 
in this city ; which by their encouragement he 
undertook, and continued in this employment 
through the remaining part of his life, except 
a ſmall intermiſſion of leſs than two years, 
which he ſpent at Burlington, where he ſought 
for greater retirement, and more leiſure to at- 
tend to his religious concern for the general 
good of mankind : but did not find his mind at 
the eaſe he deſired, until he returned to reſume 
his employment of ſchool- keeping in this city; 
where he experienced greater opportunity of ex- 
tenſive uſefulneſs, in which he was affiduouſly 
diligent, ſuffering a ſmall portion of natural 
reſt to ſatisfy him ; employing his pen day and 
night in the compilation of books and other 
writings for profitable inſtruction on religious 
ſabje&s, chiefly extracted from various authors 
of eminence, particularly to inculcate the peace- 
able temper and doctrines of the goſpel, in op- 
poſition to the ſpirit of war and bloodſhed, as 
alſo to expoſe the flagrant injuſtice of ſlavery 
and the abomination of the African trade; la- 
menting the ſorrowful defection of profeſſed 
Chriſtians in theſe reſpects, which deeply 
grieved his tender heart. The diſtribution of 
his labours have been found productive of much 
good; to render which more extenſive, he held 
a correſpondence with ſuch perſons in various 
rw of Europe and America, as united with 
im in the like concern, or were ſo circum- 
ſtanced, as to be likely to promote his pious 
well-meant views. | Foo 
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on the late ceſſation of war between Great 
nn and America, apprehending the revival 
of commerce would be likely to renew the ig- 
nominious trade to Africa for ſlaves, which had 
been in ſome meaſure obſtructed, among other 
endeavours to diſſuade from this cruel traffick, 


and having entertained a favourable opinion of 


the diſpoſition and ſentiments of the Queen of 
Great Britain, hoping her influence might be 
uſeful to diſcourage it, he was religiouſly in- 
duced to tranſmit her a letter in 1783 on the 
ſubject, with a preſent of a few books of a 
- pious tendency, which he committed to the 
care of two of his friends in London, to de- 
liver in ſuch manner as they ſhould judge to 
be moſt ſuitable. This ſervice being performed 
ſoon after his deceaſe ; one of them, by a letter 
received within a few days paſt, informs his 
friend here, that the letter from him with the 
books, had been delivered to the Queen, who 
on reading it, expreſſed her perſuaſion, That 
the writer was truly a good man, and that 
* the kindly accepted his Os engaging 
alſo to read the books.

He was employed the two laſt cars of his 
life, as teacher in the ſchool for the inſtruction 
of the black-people and their offspring, eſta- 
bliſhed and ſupported by the voluntary con- 
tributions of friends in this city, which by the 
indiſpoſition of the former. teacher, had lain 
ſome time vacant, undertaking this employ-

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hoe from an apprehenfion of religious duty, 
and an earneſt ſolicitude that they might be 
better qualified rightly to enjoy the freedom to 
which great numbers of them had been of late 
reſtored; for Which purpoſe he ſurrendered, 
with the conſent of his friends, his other | 
fchool, though to the manifeſt difdrantage of 
his worldly intereſt, 

His confinement by his laſt inneſs was not 
of long continuanee, although he had not been 
in perfect health for more tha a year before; 
but being of a lively diſpoſition,” and remark 
ably temperate in his food, which was ptinei-' 
pally vegetables, he attended his ſchool and 
other affairs until the increaſe of his diſordet 
diſabled him. 

He endured the bodily pain de ſuffered 
with much patience, and. was favoured with 
great calmneſs and compoſure, being ſenſible 
of his approaching diſſolution, receiving His 
numerous viſitors with much kindneſs, but 
expreſſed little to any of them econeerning 
himſelf, abiding under that humble diffidence- 
which was conſpicuous in his conduct through 
life, conſidering himſelf but as an unprofitable 
ſervant, A ſhort time before his confinement; 
in a familiar converſation, he took occaſion to 
remark, that had he attended with due care to 
the proſpects of duty given him in his younger 
years, he thought it was probable he might 
have been made inſtrumental for more erte 
ſive uſefulneſs to mankind. | 

On the day precedin his death he took an 
affecting farewell of his wife, Who was then 
_ — 2 * infirm Rate, When he W 
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her of the affection and concord which bad 
been maintained between them through the 
courſe of their union; and having ſome time 
before reviewed and executed his will, in 
which he had deviſed his whole eſtate to her 
during her natural life (excepting his ſmall li- 
brary and other books), and on her deceaſe to 
certain truſtees, the income thereof to be ap- 
plied to the uſe and ſupport of the Negroe- 
ſchool. He had in the time of his illneſs added 
a codicil, confirming the ſame, with a reſer- 
vation of ſome ſmall legacies to a few of his 
relations, indigent widows, and other poor 
perſons; and having copies tranſcribed, with 
inſtructions for the diſtribution of the books 
he had on hand, and for binding divers tracts 
on religious ſubjects which remained in ſheets, 
he delivered them to ſome of his executors for 
their government; the laſt of which he put 
into the hands of one of them not more than 
three hours before he departed, which was 
about ſun- ſet on the 3d day of the fifth month 
1784; being the day of our 1 
and on the 57h day of the ſame he was buried 
in our grave- yard in this city; on which ſo- 
lemn occaſion, a great concourſe of inhabitants 
of all ranks and profeſſions attended, manifeſt- 
ing the univerſal eſteem in which he was held, 
among whom alſo ſeveral hundred black-people 
in like manner teſtified the grateful ſenſe they 
had of the benefits derived to them, 3 
his acts of friendſhip and pious labours on their | 
behalf. |

much injured people, the enſlaved Africans and 
their deſcendants, having been unabated and 
ſucceſsful, beyond almoſt any advocate they 
have had in his time, devoting no ſmall por- 
tion of his life and worldly ſubſtanee, in vindi- 
cation of their violated rights as men, and their 
inſtruction in things relating to their temporal 
and everlaſting intereſt, 5 

By an innocent and e e affability, he 
gained eſteem and acceptance among all claſſes 
of men; that love of his neighbour, which was 
conſpicuous throughout his communication, 
having a ſoftening effect, even on rough un- 

tractable ſpirits; and ſo generally did his uſeful 

life and inoffenſive demeanour engage the af- 
fections and regard of all ranks of the people 
among whom he dwelt, that at his deceaſe, 
they ſeemed to unite in one common ſentiment 
TP declaration, of -Blefſed are "the Goa 
« which die in the Lord.” 

He wanted neither abilities nor opportunity 
for | uſing endeavours in the acquirement of 
wealth; but his moderation in this, as in other 
reſpedts, was uniformly manifeſt to all obſer- 
vers; being with little more than a bare com- 
petency, rich and liberal beyond moſt of thoſe, 
who are encumbered with the ufer en 
goods of this life 

This is a ſummary. narrative of the uſeful 
life of our valuable friend; and as we mean not

To CHARLOTTE, Queen of Great- Britain.

The days of her youth and early gin of 
maturer age, were attended with cloſe trials, 
ſtripping ſeaſans, and deep baptiſms, through 
all which the Lord, her gracious hel per, (whoſe 
tender regard is ever manifeſted. towards his 
humble depending children) preſerved her, and 
raiſed her up to be a veſſel in his houſe, About 
the forty-ſecond. year of her age, being in 
1759, ſhe ſettled with her huſband. William 
Trimble within the limits of this meeting, to 

which -ſhe was recommended by certificate 
from Goſhen manthly-meeting, as an approved 
miniſter, which character ſhe juſtly retained 
during her ſtay in mutability. |

At two different times ſhe 
viſited friends in Maryland and Virginia, and 
once in North and South Carolina, in Which 
viſits her goſpel labours were well received. 
Her common deportment was inſtructiyg;

© was that of a meek and quiet ſpirit.” Her 
converſation, though pleaſant and cheerful, 
was accompanied with that ſweetneſs and 
gravity, which rendered it both agreeable and 
prafitable.

T H E foregoing account concerning our 
friend Joſeph Huſband, being communicated 
to us, was read here and approved; and from 
the knowledge and ſenſe many of us had of 
him for a number of years, this meeting is free 
to add, that it appears he was born in Cecil 
county, Maryland, came into religious mem- 
berſhip with friends after he arrived to man's 
eſtate, having been convinced of the principle 
. of 
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of truth while young, more by inward convic- 
tion than inſtrumental means, as he was educated 
in the way of the epiſcopal church (ſo called) 
and eyen when a lad, had to paſs through many 
trials under his father, for declining that way 
of worſhip ; and (as he related to his wife and 
others) he frequently felt great tenderneſs to- 
wards-the Negroe children with whom he was 
brought up, from the proſpect of their ſtate of 
flavery, which much affected him at times be- 
fore he was ten years of age. He conducted with 
reputation and ſtability as a uſeful friend, mani- 
feſting a lively unſhaken concern for the main- 
tenance of our diſcipline, the furtherance of 
our teſtimony againſt an hireling- miniſtry, and 
ſlave-holding, as well as for the doctrine of 
peace, eſpecially through the difficulties which 
occurred in the late times of publick requi- 
fitions for the purpoſes of war; ſhewing Chriſ- 
tian fortitude, humility, and reſignation, under 
ſufferings and cloſe trials of different kinds 
which fell to his lot. Some time before his 
deeeaſe he appeared in publick teftimony, in

8N E was born the 1375 day of the fifth 
month 1743; her parents Nathan and 
Rachel Yarnall, members of Middletown par- 
ticular meeting, having been careful to educate 
her in plainneſs and a diligent attendance of 
religious meetings, ſhe retaining a thankful. 
remembrance of their care over her, has been 
often heard to bleſs the Lord on their account, 
as by their' good counſel and wholeſome re- 
ſtraint, they contributed to her preſervation 
out of the vain faſhions and cuſtoms of the 
world. | 
By her own account, her mind was early in 
life accompanied with earneſt defires after the 
knowledge of truth, and that ſhe might never 
do any thing to offend him whom the often 
found near to her comfort, or that might bring 
a 4 reproach on the profeſſion ſhe made; but 
giving way to her natural vivacity, ſhe fre- 
quently indulged herſelf in what with ſome is 
accounted innocent paſtime, fot which ſhe was 
often brought under condemnation ; and about 
the twenty-fourth year of her age was plunged 
into great diſtreſs, being cloſely beſet with the 
wiles of an unwearied adverſary ; but the Lord,

filling the ſtations of overſeer and elder with 
diffidence under a ſenſe of the weight thereof. 

In the thirty-firſt year of her age ſhe ap- 
peared in the miniſtry, and being faithful, 
grew in her gift, was ſound in doctrine, ac- 

companied with a degree of heart-tendering 
authority to the careleſs and indolent, yet edi- 

Fying and conſolitary to the refreſhment of the 
mourners in Zion. In her approaches to the 
' "throne of grace in publick ſupplication, ſhe 
was awfully attended with deep ſolemnity. 
She was a great lover of the ſcriptures, and 
well qualified to apply them to edification and 


inſtruction, being concerned to invite friends 
and 
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and others to a more frequent reading of them. 
The doctrines of the principle of truth as held 
by friends ſhe was ſkilful in explaining, and 
was often exerciſed therein in mixed auditories, 
-endeavouring to lead out of forms to the ſub- 
ſtance of true religion. Much of her time 
was thus employed in the publick ſervice of 
Her Lord and Maſter, cheerfully giving up to 
his holy requirings, but carefully concerned to 
wait for his putting forth, 1 
Having peculiar ſervice in viſiting families, - 
ſhe was often uſefully engaged therein; and 
about the year 1778, with divers other friends 
under appointment from the Weſtern quarterly- 
meeting, in a general viſit to all the meetings 
belonging thereto, ſhe was (exerciſed under a 
deep concern to labour that a "reformation in 
life and manners might be really effected 
amongſt the profeſſors of truth. Soon after, 
being removed within the compafs of dur 
meeting, ſhe engaged in a like viſit to tlie 
meetings in our quarter, wherein, as in other 
of her goſpel labours, ſhe manifeſted an ardent 
deſire for the promotion of the cauſe of truth, 
and that ſhe might be favoured to do her day's 
work in the day-time. And fince, with the 
concurrence of friends, viſited moſt of the 
meetings in the Southern governments; being 
diligent in the improvement of her time for 
the ſervice of truth, often drawn inte family 
viſits, and to the afflicted either in body or 
mind, who experienced the conſoling 8 | 
thy of her tender ſpirit, in which and other 
goſpel labours ſhe reaped the reward of youn 
hog an 
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and comfort to her own mind. When at home 
ſhe was not only diligent in attending meetings 
herſelf, but careful to encourage and aſſiſt her 
family in their duty therein; in herſelf an ex- 
ample of plainneſs, and mindful to promote a 
like ſimplicity in thoſe under her direction, 
manifeſting much concern that her children 
might be brought up in the truth, frequently 
retiring with them for their improvement, her 
faithfulneſs againſt wrong things in them be- 
ing conſiſtent with the tenderneſs of an affec- 
tionate mother. Great was her exerciſe for the 
riſing generation, that their hearts might be 
early dedicated to the Lord, and they thereby 
preſerved in a conduct conſiſtent with our holy 
_ profeſſion. Open and hoſpitable in her houſe, 
a true help-meet and affectionate wife, _ 
Shortly after her return from a viſit to friends 
on the Eaſtern-Shore of Maryland, in the fixth 
month, 1786, ſhe was brought very low through 
bodily indiſpoſition, but favoured with inward 
conſolation and true peace, expreſſing that ſhe 
felt her mind much weaned from the things of 
this world, and if it ſhould pleaſe the Lord to 
call her hence, ſhe found nothing in her way. 
On a firſt-day afternoon, divers friends being 
preſent, after a time of filence, ſhe ſpoke to 
this effect, I am glad of this opportunity; as 
I lay on the bed this morning, my mind was 
* carried away to meeting with friends, and I 
thought if I had wings, I could have flown 
© thither for the great love I feel for the mem- 
© bers of that meeting. Indeed we have had 
s many favoured opportunities together; and

About two weeks before her deceaſe, ſhe at- 
tended ſeveral of the neighbouring meetings, 
expreſſing her ſatisfaction therewith; and on 
the firſt-day before her departure, was at New- 
Garden meeting, and had acceptable ſervice, 
having alſo a favoured opportunity. the ſame 
evening in a friend's family where ſhe lodged 
on her return home, at which time ſhe was 
concerned to revive theſe expreſſions of the 
Pſalmiſt, “ Lord, make me to know mine end, 
and the meaſure of my days, what it is, that 
*© I may know how frail I am: behold thou 
© haſt made my days as an hand's breadth, and 
* mine age is as nothing before thee.” Which 
ſhe enlarged on to edification. Next day ſhe 
got home ſomewhat indiſpoſed, but held up till 
the day following in the evening of the 1684 ff 
the firſt month, 1787, when ſhe was confined. 
to her bed, and lay in a ſenſible reſigned frame 
of mind, being, as we believe, well N 
or 
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ing to have noth- 
ing to do but to die. Some of the laſt words 


die way heard to ſy were, I believe I am 


going, and in about fifteen minutes after, 
quietly breathed her laſt on the 1875, and on
